T  he  perception  of  L  ucifer  is  to  seek  light,  wisdom  and  higher  articulation  of 
being  through  developing  and  understanding  self-consciousness.  In  the  instance 
of  witchcraft,  it  is  specifically  a  magickal  art  of  transformation  by  not  only  self- 
directed  means,  but  also  influences  via  nature  and  earthen  inspired  streams  of 
imagination.  A  L  uciferian  does  not  embrace  alone  either  L  ight  or  D  arkness,  the 
L  uciferian  focuses  upon  the  A  ntinomian  Path  of  C  ain,  the  Solitary  and  self- 
motivated  magician1  who  by  the  L  eft  H  and  P  ath2  seek  to  continually  develop  the 
self  in  a  model  of  L  ucifer3  who  fell  from  L  ight  of  Selflessness  to  taste  the 
pleasures  and  knowledge  of  darkness,  who  in  turn  learned  the  wisdom  of  the 
Crooked  D  ragon4  By  the  predilection  of  bei  ng  on  the  L  eft  H  and  Path,  the  mind 
is  considered  "L  uciferian”  in  perception  -  a  state  of  being  in  continual  change  and 
progression.  Look  now  to  the  Imagination5  for  the  entry  into  the  W  itches 
Sabbat,  leavetheflesh  and  comeforth  to  the  F orgeof  C  ain.... 

Witttyz#  Sabbat 

Behind  theinitiatory  models  of  what  is  called  D  iabolism,  lies  a  plethora  of  shapes 
and  forms  for  any  initiate  to  move  through.  T  he  gate  of  the  L  eft  H  and  P  ath  is 
indeed  a  dangerous  way  as  it  inaugurates  and  initiates  change  -  internal  and 
external.  I  n  the  rational  consciousness  the  mind  is  aligned  with  the  specifics  and 
maps  ingrained  in  the  psyche  from  early  childhood.  T  hese  models  sometimes 
morph  and  transform  with  the  maturing  mind;  but  rarely  are  broken  free  from. 
T  his  may  be  observed  in  the  individual  who  from  a  child  grows  up  believing  in 
some  form  of  C  hristian  dogmatic  ideals,  worship  or  punishment,  the  G  od  above

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and  H  ell  below.  H  e  in  his  late  teens  or  early  twenties  rebels  from  the  "norm"  of 
C  hristianity  and  adopts  a  so-called  "Satanic"  or  even  an  A  theistic  belief  system. 
By  the  time  he  becomes  old,  50's  plus  he  begins  reverting  back  to  the  C  hristian 
beliefs  which  wereembedded  from  his  childhood.  Hediesa"C  hristian"  due  as  he 
views  his  body  crumbling  and  his  fears  grow  close  -  he  is  not  sure  of  himself  or 
what  he  has  done  with  his  life.  T  he  W  ill  grows  broken  through  years  of  having 
the  "safety  net"  of  Jesus. 

T  he  L  eft  H  and  P  ath  however  in  modern  times  questions  and  tests,  it  offers  a 
treasure  upon  treasure  of  knowledge  and  wisdom  through  experience,  it  builds 
and  summons  forth  hidden  gods  and  sleeping  beasts,  it  challenges  and  destroys 
those  who  flinch  in  thefaceof  the  A  dversary  -  in  short  it  isdangerous.  T  he  L  eft 
Hand  Path  is  indeed  dangerous  because  it  can  destroy  the  perceptions  of  the 
condition  of  human  belief  structures  -  it  can  free  the  psyche  but  the  shock  of  this 
liberation  is  sometimes  too  much  to  bear.  Sorcery  can  destroy  as  it  is  rather  simple 
to  abuse,  and  invoke  the  demons  of  your  extreme  desires  to  devour  you.  T  he 
L  eft  H  and  P  ath  is  not  an  easy  one. 

L  et  us  first  observe  the  nature  of  the  L  eft  Hand  Path.  Specifically,  it  is  the 
Antinomianian  (non-union  or  isolation  from  the  N  atural  Order)  path  of  Self- 
D  eification  (Self- God  hood).  By  this  definition,  the  individual  views  his  or  her 
self  alone  and  able  to  rely  only  on  his  or  her  developing  psychefor  the  creations  of 
comfort,  challenges  and  the  responsibility  of  invoking  positive  change. 
M  oderation  is  also  a  certain  factor  of  success.  It  is  easy  to  abuse  the  G  ifts  of  the 
D  evil  when  he  presents  them;  it  is  even  easier  to  create  situations  for  you 
eventual  self-destruction  by  actions  you  take  now.  Be  thoughtful  before  your 
actions. 

It  is  essential  that  the  practitioner  of  the  L  eft  H  and  P  ath  is  able  to  master  the  path 
of  inner  Black  M  agick  or  what  can  be  called  H  igh  Sorcery  or  M  agick  before  one 
undertakes  lower  forms.  T  he  T  rue  Self  must  be  sought,  the  D  esire  and  W  ill 
within  the  self  -  the  Imagination  in  Controlled  Study  and  Introspection.  T  he 
"C  ongressus  cum  D  aemone"  will  reveal  your  T  rue  N  ature,  both  often  a  Beast 
and  an  A  ngel.  Some  view  this  as  an  exterior  spirit,  but  rather  more  correctly  it  is 
an  interior  force;  one  which  appears  so  strange  at  first  to  your  level  of 
consciousness  you  will  find  it  easier  to  label  it  an  exterior  force. 

T  hedefinitionof  A  ngel  is  a  Higher  Facility  of  M  an,  it  is  intelligence  and  matured 
control,  thevery  careful  planning  and  stillness  of  being  which  is  both  energetic  and 
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solar,  strong  and  the  very  fountainhead  of  self- development  and  progressive 
being.  It  istheseat  of  the  Psyche,  the  D  emon  Genius  of  M  an  and  W  oman. 

T  he  definition  of  D  aemon  or  Beast  is  the  shadowed  and  animalistic  instinctual, 
impulsive  side.  It  is  the  D  jinn  (Spirit  -  D  aemon)  of  pleasure,  desire,  lust  and 
sexual  passion.  It  istheanimalistic  and  passionate  essence  which  resides  in  the  skull 
of  man.  It  isthe  continual  G  oal  and  point  of  the  L  eft  H  and  P  ath  to  develop  both 
aspects  and  unite  them  as  a  dev  eloped  L  uciferian  P  erspective-  to  be  independent 
but  not  allowing  "nature"  or  imbalance  within  the  mind  to  destroy  you.  0  ften, 
more  so  than  not,  we  are  our  own  worst  enemy. 

A  syou  adopt  a  mod  el  such  as  the  W  itches  Sabbat  as  your  initiatory  focus,  keep  in 
mind  the  many  originswhich  represent  thefoundation  of  the  rite  itself.  C  hristian 
witch  hunters  may  have  indeed  fabricated  many  of  the  stories  of  the  Sabbat,  much 
of  the  sexual  manifestations  of  that  time  with  accordanceto  demonsand  such,  but 
do  not  loose  the  point  of  which  we  expand  from  their  writings.  If  you  are 
C  hristian  or  not,  by  utilizing  theimagination6  in  A  dverseareasyou  aredisplaying 
to  L  eft  Hand  Path  principles  1)  T  he  self  described  A  ntinomian  events  which 
indicate  isolate  consciousness  and  intelligence,  a  sense  of  the  forbidden  2)  By 
inventing  such  aspects  of  the  Sabbat  and  the  D  evil,  they  fleshed  out  a  powerful 
and  A  dverse  initiatory  model  of  L  uciferian  Self-D  eification.  W  e  have  in  fact 
become  their  demons  by  expanding  from  this  practice.  T  he  same  may  be  said  in 
current  times,  those  who  walk  secrecy  in  the  R  eligious  P  ath  of  Self-  D  estruction 
(i.e.  C  hristianity  or  the  Right  Hand  Path)  laugh  at  those  who  point  their  fingers 
and  invent  our  evils,  have  also  a  duty  of  fighting  or  toying  with  the  Religious 
N  azis  of  C  hristianity.  W  e  openly  support  same  sex  marriages7,  the  slow  and 
careful  destruction  of  the  C  hurch  and  the  principles  of  "Responsibility  for  the 
R  esponsible"8  to  the  masses.  M  odern  times  have  different  measures  of  practice; 
however  the  L  uciferian  must  never  sacrificethe  deep  values  of  the  beauty  of  L  ife 
and  the  search  for  intelligence  and  self- excellence.  K  eep  in  mind,  V  iolence  has 
always  been  the  C  hristian  W  ay  when  they  cannot  intellectually  force  their  will 
upon  others. 

T  hus  rituals  such  as  "T  he  R  itual  of  the  H  oly  G  uardian  A  ngel,  A  zal'ucel"  or  "T  he 
R  itual  of  the  A  dversary"  are  designed  Black  M  agickal  or  H  igh  Sorcery  dealing

s  A  good  Starting  point  for  Antinomian  Thought,  The  Satanic  Bible  by  Anton  LaVey. 
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with  the  most  dangeroustypeof  Self- D  eification-  Becoming  and  developing  the 
Self.  T  he  rite  tests  and  proclaims  change,  when  ecstasy  is  reached  by  invocation 
over  and  over,  or  mantric  repetitions  of  certain  self- stimulating  phrases,  the 
Gates  of  Hell9  are  opened. 

T  heW  itches  Sabbat  is  a  system  or  model  of  Left  Hand  Path  Self- D  eification;  it 
is  the  separation  from  the  N  atural  0  rder  or  Right  Hand  Path  (i.e.  dissolution). 
T  his  process  is  a  slow  and  gradual  one,  invoking  and  propagating  self¬ 
development  over  a  stretched  out  period  of  time.  T  he  God  forms  of  the 
L  uciferian  and  W  itches  Sabbat  P  ath  are  M  asked  and  A  nthropomorphic  energies 
and  collections  of  power.  T  hus  L  ucifer,  C  ain,  L  ilith,  A  hriman,  L  eviathan  and 
such  areall  G  at  ewaysof  Power  from  which  theinitiatepassesthrough. 

A II  symbols,  objects,  sigils  and  other  talismans  including  statues  and  crystals  hold 
deific  power  between  the  mind  of  the  sorcerer,  they  are  a  type  of  M  agickal  L  ink 
from  which  the  self  holds  common  association  in  reference  to  the  triad  of  W  ill- 
D  esire- Belief.  T  his  embodies  such  objects  with  the  very  power  envisioned 
within  them  -  to  transform,  to  curse,  to  invokeimagination  and  inspiration. 

T  he  W  itches  Sabbat  is  thus  a  model  of  self-  deification.  T  he  Sabbat  is  an  image 
from  which  the  M  ind  and  Psyche  is  free  from  the  restraints  of  mundane  reality 
and  theflesh.T  he  spirit  takestheform  that  is  so  desires  at  themoment,  joins  with 
familiars  and  other  demonic  forms  and  goes  forth  to  a  place  which  centralizes  the 
imagination  in  an  infernal  sense  -  the  D  evil  is  by  this  standard  a  mirror  of  the 
liberated  mind  -  awaiting  confirmation  of  self- belief  and  the  desire  to  becoming 
something  else.  R  emember,  throughout  history  the  D  evil  has  always  been  ashape 
shifter,  no  common  form  may  stay  for  too  long. 

W  hen  you  begin  walking  the  path  of  the  Sabbat,  be  careful  and  be  cautious  -  you 
will  tear  and  destroy  your  common  perceptions  and  build  hopefully  a  clearer  one- 
K  now  T  hyself  in  the  Great  W  orkand  you  shall  bask  in  success.

By  exploring  and  invoking  Hell,  one  begins  a 
process  of  the  mastery  of  the  self. 
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W  e  owe  much  of  the  research  of  the  Sabbat  to  a  writer  named  I  dries  Shah,  two 
books”  specifically  deal  with  aspects  of  witchcraft  from  a  multi- cultural 
perspective.  T  he  foundations  of  the  art  of  the  witches  Sabbat  was  based  on 
adversarial  practice,  not  for  negative  or  counter-productive  means,  but  to 
illuminate  the  self  by  walking  between  two  worlds.  T  he  reports  of  witchcraft 
from  far  reaching  sources  such  as  Sweden,  France,  Scotland  to  Africa  and  the 
MiddleEast. 

T  he  cult  of  the  "double  horned"  ones  according  to  Shah  were  attributed  to 
worship  of  the  moon.  T  hese  "double  horned"  ones  would  gather  on  T  hursday 
nights,  their  initiation  was  having  a  small  wound  cut  on  their  body,  this  sacred 
knife  was  called  theal-dhamme,  which  means  'blood  letter'.  T  heword  Athameis 
said  to  have  derived  in  part  from  this  term.  T  he  T  wo- Horned  ones  would 
gather  at  the  A  z- Z  abbat,  the  "forceful  occasion".  T  hey  would  dancewiddershins 
around  the  circle  and  invoke  al  aswad  (the  Black  M  an)  while  reciting  M  oslem 
prayers  backwards. 

The  Mabrush  (which  makes  reference  to  the  style  of  dancing  -  frenzied) 
practitioners  would  use  burial  sheets  called  the  K  afan  (meaning  winding  sheet) 
which  is  a  white  shroud  used  in  burials  and  at  a  point  in  the  rite  place  it  over  their 
heads.  T  he  companions  of  the  rite  were  attributed  to  the  Blacksmith,  those  of 
which  are  revered  in  M  orocco  to  this  day  as  sorcerers.  T  hey  would  beat  drums 
and  with  their  kafans  on,  would  chant  Iwwaiy  which  would  be  recited  to  the 
beating  of  the  drums.  A  t  a  point  of  ecstasy  they  would  remove  their  masks  or 
kafans  and  the  M  aster  of  the  A  z-  Z  abbat  would  appear,  the  B  lack  M  an  of  the  R  ite. 
A  t  dawn  they  would  sacrificeawhitecockerel  with  aknife,  cutting  thethroat. 

T  hedhulqarnen- the  leader  of  the  coven,  was  called  such  in  a  play  of  words.  T  he 
1  ord  of  T  wo  C  enturies'  was  said  to  exist  after  death,  being  an  isolate  being, 
whose  spirit  remains  potent  for  another  century,  has  perfect  memory  of  his  life 
and  can  manifest  through  variousformswhileattached  to  theearth. 

T  he  Sabbat  as  it  was  described  in  Spain  indicates  that  the  M  iddle  Eastern  and 
M  oroccan  practices  of  the  A  z-Z  abbat  survived  throughout  Europe.  T  he  Black 
Man  appeared  as  a  large  H  e- G  oat,  who  had  a  face  on  his  buttocks  and  was  thus  a 
form  of  the  Adversary-  Opposer.  W  itches  would  kiss  both  sides,  thus  receiving 
initiation  by  a  M  ark  given  by  the  devil.  In  Scotland  the  Black  M  an  of  the  Sabbat 
would  appear  as  a  black  robed  figure,  with  a  hat  or  often  in  a  grotesque  form,  a

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nose  of  a  beak,  burning  eyes,  long  nails  on  the  hands  and  feet,  hair  covering  the 
body  and  strong  like  Iron. 

In  Persia  was  a  tribe  of  witches  and  sorcerers  called  the  M  askhara  ( revellers)  who 
would  use  the  counter  clockwise  dance  and  ointments  containing  Henbane  to 
produce  the  sensation  of  flying.  T  hese  witches  would  sometimes  blacken  their 
faces  and  attribute  the  mind  into  a  lycanthropic  transformation,  through  the 
ecstasy  of  dance.  T  he  blackening  of  faces  they  were  representing  death  and  then 
reawakening,  it  is  by  a  conceptual  standpoint,  an  antinomian  act  which  produces 
themind  aligning  with  thepsycheencircling  of  Self- D  eification.

T  he  so-called  D  evil  W  orshippers  known  as  the  Y  ez i d i s11  have  two  symbols 
which  relate  to  their  T  ribe,  a  B  lack  Snake  and  the  P  eacock.  T  he  P  eacock  itself  in 
known  in  Islamic  lore,  being  a  bird  which  fell  with  Azazel  to  earth  as  "Shaitan's 
bird"  and  in  Z  oroastrian  L  ore  as  A  hr i man  creating  the  P  eacock  to  show  that  he 
could  -  if  he  wished  -  create  beauty  but  chose  darkness.  T  he  Peacock  A  ngel, 
known  as  Malak  (meaning  King,  a  word  associated  with  Sufi)  and  T  auus 
(Peacock)  represents  Shaitan  or  Azazel  the  Fire  Djinn.  T  he  term  Angel  is 
accordanceto  such  lore  isthat  Angels  arethe  Higher  Aspect,  or  Facultiesof  M  an. 

T  he  symbol  of  the  Snake  is  blackened  with  soot.  T  he  word  itself  holds  a  key  to  its 
meaning,  black  isfrom  the  word  FEHM  (which  means  charcoal)  and  is  related  to 
the  A  rabic  root  FH  M ,  being  W  isdom  or  K  nowledge.  T  he  Black  Snake  and 
Peacock  represent  the  "W  isdom  of  L  ife".

D  reams  have  long  been  considered  images  of  the  subconscious;  what  lies  within 
the  mind.  In  M  agick  dreams  can  be  a  powerful  initiatory  tool,  if  focused  upon  in  a 
positive  and  conductive  manner  may  provide  excellent  self- developmental  areas 
of  being.  T  he  W  itches  Sabbat  may  be  conducted  in  dreaming  avenues,  if  the 
magician  so  desires.  T  he  model  of  the  W  itchesSabbat  in  a  dreaming  sense  should 
start  with  a  visualization  of  the  Crossroads.  T  he  C  rossroad  shave  for  long  been 
considered  a  place  of  great  magickal  power.  It  is  the  place  of  Hecate,  the T  riple 
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God  dess  which  is  the  gathering  of  shades  and  ghosts;  many  have  evoked  her  there 
in  the  crossroads.  It  is  also  the  place  of  where  Faust  summoned  M  ephistopheles, 
who  came  forth  from  the  forest  before  him.  T  he  C  rossroads  is  the  place  where 
you  visualize  and  focus  your  mind  towards  before  sleep  -  you  may  also  visualize 
andX  or  a +as  the  meeting  place  of  the  D  reaming  Sabbat. 

T  he  imagination  is  the  ultimate  key  of  the  Black  M  agician  or  Sorcerer  who  seeks 
to  go  forth  to  the  Sabbat  -  it  is  the  vehicle  of  self-  assumption  of  deific  forms  or 
masks  of  lycanthropy.  W  hen  preparing  for  the  D  ream  Sabbat,  decorate  your 
temple  or  sleeping  area  in  accordance  with  that  which  reminds  you  of  a  Sabbat  - 
images  from  old  grimoires,  sigils,  demonic  images,  masks  or  other  elements 
which  aid  theW  orking.  T  hemost  important  however  isthe control  of  themind. 
Sit  comfortably  before  and  clear  all  thoughts.  Begin  a  slow  chant  which  you  know 
that  'activates'  the  imagination  towardstheSabbat. 

U  se  the  Five  Senses  to  activate  and  aid  this  transformative 'in- between'  state  - 
hearing,  sight,  smell,  touch  and  taste.  Have  some  pleasant  Sabbat  incense  and 
perfect  lighting  in  place,  havesigilsand  imageswhichinvokethisplacein  themind. 
Y  our  goal  is  to  align  the  senses  with  the  focus  of  the  Going  forth  by  N  ight-  that 
is  by  harmony  with  the  W  illed  choice  of  desire.  Preparing  for  the  Sabbat  by 
decorating  and  proper  self- alignment  creates  a  heightened  inner  excitement  for 
the  initiatory  act  itself  -  thus  allowing  the  success  to  occur,  a  seeming  self¬ 
permission! 

T  he  Sabbat  is  a  subjective  experience,  from  which  you  are  alone  and  surrounded 
by  the  shades  and  familiarsof  your  own  design.  E  arly  on  you  will  discover  during 
waking  hours  elements  of  yourself  you  wish  to  change  and  common  traits  or  self¬ 
associations  or  perceptions  you  will  slowly  understand  through  the  process  of 
change.  Be  accepting  and  usethis  as  a  permission  to  become!  T  heW  itchesSabbat 
is  used  for  many  purposes  -  it  is  for  self- deification,  exploration,  shape  shifting 
and  a  heightened  gnosis  state  -  it  breaks  through  mystery  and  reveals  a  new 
perception,  you  become  "like"  the  D  evil  or  "Adversary",  you  grow  close  to 
Hecateand  L  ilith,  and  you  gain  a  more  direct  focus  of  M  agickal  W  ill.  T  heSabbat 
is  also  used  for  Spells  and  Sexual  W  orkings  as  well  -  a  Sabbat  experience  with  a 
partner  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  ecstasy  inducing  acts  that  can  be  shared  by  two 
Deople  -  or  more  if  that  is  your  "bag".  T  he  Sabbat  may  also  be  used  to  curse  and 
Dless,  all  which  spiralsand  acts  as  a  spring -the  very  magi  ckal  principletheStaotais 
in  the  Second  Edition  of  Y  atuk  D  inoih.  D  o  not  invite  the  initiated  into  the 
C  ircle  of  the  W  itches  Sabbat,  for  the  E  nsorcelment  of  C  ain  will  devour  them 
and  curse  them  in  whole.  Such  an  experience  if  ever  shared  must  be  between  two 
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understanding  initiates  -  self- initiated  or  otherwise.  Remember,  the  Sabbat  goes 
back  to  the  A  ntinomianian  principle  of  L  uciferian  self- deification.  It  is  a  path  of 
knowledgethrough  clarity -this  clarity  is  discovered  bythosewho  arefocused  on 
moving  past  mystery,  amajor  point  of  the  beginning  of  what  lies  hidden.

T  heW  aking  aspect  of  theW  itches  Sabbat  isthat  of  solitary  or  C  oven  agreement 
of  self- transformative  magick.  T  his  is  done  by  confirmation  of  standards  which 
are  present  in  the  ritual  area.  Some  build  a  bonfire  in  the  woods,  near  a  crossroad 
or  area  appropriate.  It  is  pertinent  that  the  Five  Senses  are  appeased  and  aligned 
with  the  focus  of  the  rite.  T  he  M  askhara  of  the  M  iddle  E  ast  would  blacken  their 
faces,  wear  animal  masks  and  through  dance  create  invoke  a  strong  ecstasy  which 
along  with  the  alkaloid  used  in  an  ointment,  would  cause  sensations  of  flying.  Y  ou 
may  wish  to  usetheW  aking  R  iteasameansof  practicing  spells  and  sending  forth 
the  desires  of  the  group.  T  he  W  aking  Sabbat  is  also  a  means  of  growing  more 
connected  with  the  other  practitioners,  which  forms  an  allegiance  with  what  is 
known  as  a  group  mind.  T  his  is  useful  in  spells  and  low  sorcery,  the  unity  of 
several  independent  psyches  focusing  on  one  goal  will  no  doubt  create  a  desired 
effect. 

W  iddershins  are  movements  around  the  circle  in  an  anti  clockwise  dance.  Some 
witches  may  find  it  useful  to  recite  the  L  ord's  Prayer  Backwards  while  moving 
widdershins  in  the  beginning  of  the  Sabbat  Rite,  this  allowing  or  'giving 
permission' to thenatureoftheW  orking itself. 

In  N  ox  U  mbra2  the  "Invocation  of  the  V  ampyre  Q  ueen,  L  ilith"  utilizes  a 
bloodied  or  red  cloth,  sometimes  stained  with  menstrual  blood  if  possible.  T  his 
may  be  used  to  cover  the  head  in  the  Sabbat  Ritual  D  ance,  thus  through 
movement  and  excitement;  the  lack  of  oxygen  itself  for  a  short  period  will  create 
ecstasy  w  ithout  the  outsi  d  e  use  of  alkaloi  d  s  or  other  drugs. 

W  hen  using  the  W  aking  Sabbat  ritefor  spell  casting  or  sorcery,  you  will  want  to 
have  a  clear  idea  of  what  you  want  to  achieve.  Y  ou  will  also  want  to  create  or 
adopt  asigil  which  holds  connection  to  the  goal  -  or  it  may  represent  the  desire  of 
the  spell.  Y  ou  may  also  use  a  M  antra  or  phrase  which  holds  significance  to  the 
same.  A  syou  perform  the  rite,  with  the  decorated  chamber  or  even  in  the  woods,

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envision  the  demons  and  familiars  in  your  company  and  the  spirits  carrying  your 
W  ill  to  become  Flesh.  A  s  your  rite  comes  to  acimax,  loose  all  desire  in  thesigil  at 
the  moment  of  exhaustion.  If  you  have  a  sigil  for  the  working,  destroy  it  and 
forget  it  -  the  rite  should  then  be  enjoyed  as  a  "walking  in  the  crossroads"  or  in- 
between  worlds.

Sexual  M  agick  is  significant  in  the  W  itches  Sabbat  as  it  allows  liberation  of  self  on 
numerous  levels.  If  partners  agree,  Sex  M  agick  may  be  a  part  of  the  rite  itself  - 
either  a  L  uciferian  (Self-  D  eification  or  H  igh  Sorcery/M  agick)  or  I nfernal  (L  ow 
Sorcery,  Lycanthropy).  If  used  in  the  Rite,  you  may  complete  the  W  iddershins 
dance  around  the  circle  and  then  the  couple  may  focus  on  sexual  congress.  W  ith 
every  movement,  both  will  focus  on  the  G  oal  of  the  R  ite  -  be  it  casting  a  spell  or 
invoking  a  D  aemon  into  the  minds  of  the  practitioners.  I  n  the  L  uciferian  Sabbat, 
the  couple  may  use  autoerotic  techniques  to  invoke  the  A  zal'ucel  A  ngel,  their 
guideof  the  path  (Higher  Self  or  T  rueW  ill)  or  a  mutual  focus  of  sexual  congress 
to  summon  forth  the  I  nitiatic  G  uide.  A  s  with  the  L  eft  H  and  P  ath  the  witch  or 
warlock  will  focus  on  self- directed  energies  stimulated  by  the  activity,  thus  the 
imagination  brought  to  a  high  level  on  concentration. 

Sabbat  Lycanthropy  is  also  useful  in  Sexual  M agick.  The  practitioners  will 
mentally  and  visually  shape  shift  during  their  circle  dance,  from  when  the  primal 
and  bestial  atavism  is  brought  to  the  surface,  they  may  unite  in  congress.  D  emons 
have  always  been  viewed  as  being  ableto  participate  in  Sabbatic  R  ites  throughout 
the  M  iddleAges.  W  hi  le  this  may  indeed  only  be  imagined  in  old  C  hr  isti  an  levels, 
those  initiated  to  these  mysteries  may  understand  the  reality  of  this  via  the 
Succubiand  Incubi. 

T  he  member  of  the  demon  in  the  rite  is  always  considered  cold.  In  1572  Eva  of 
K  enn  admitted  she  had  intercourse  with  a  demon,  and  that  it  was  as  cold  as  an 
icicle.  Johan  Klein  in  1698  suggested  women  believed  this  as  it  was  happening  in 
dreams,  and  Guazzo  suggested  that  the  Cold  Semen  was  actually  taken  from 
other  night  revelers  of  the  Sabbat.  Sylvine  de  la  P  laine  who  was  twenty  three 
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when  she  admitted  happily  to  her  Sexual  R  elations  with  the  "D  evils  E  missary"13 
and  was  burned  in  1916  in  P  aris.  She  had  admitted  that  the  D  evil's  member  was 
like  that  of  a  horse,  and  when  inserted  was  cold  and  injected  ice  cold  semen. 
W  hen  it  was  withdraw  nit  burned  her  likefire. 

0  thers  had  suggested  the  D  evil  or  B  lack  M  an  of  the  Sabbat  had  other  talents.  A 
description  of  the  D  evil's  member  was  that  it  was  sinuous,  pointed  and  snakelike. 
Sometimes  it  was  made  half  or  iron  and  half  of  flesh.  It  could  also  be  made 
completely  of  a  horn  as  well,  sometimes  forked  as  a  tongue.  T  here  were 
suggestions  that  the  demon  could  perform  coitus  and  pederasty  (i.e.  Sodomy)  at 
once,  withathird  member  in  hisloversmouth. 

A  s  described  in  "A  R  iteof  theW  erewolf"14  thedefinition  of  the  Infernal  Sabbat 
is,  "T  he  Infernal  Sabbat,  being  the  A  ntinomian  self- love  rite  of  sexual  and  psyche 
oriented  self- deification,  allows  the  passing  of  the  shadow  of  the  witch  into  an 
A  verse  and  morepowerful  stateof  being." 

T  he  Infernal  Sabbat  is  one  when  the  witches  and  sorcerers  take  to  masks  and 
imagined  or  visualized  lycanthropy,  when  they  are  joined  with  the  demons  and 
other  familiars  around  the  circle,  by  dream  or  waking  Sabbat  -  such  is  a  reality 
which  is  very  pertinent  to  the  practitioner  -  it  is  a  vivifying  and  realistic 
experience,  with  results  end  ingin  the  success  of  the  desire. 

As  an  early  Latin  tract  indicates,  the  Arras  W  itches  held  numerous  sexual 
relationswithdemonsasdescribed  in  thefollowing  from  1460- 

"A  t  the  Sabbats  of  the  V  audois,  the  presiding  devil 
took  aside  the  neophyte  and  carried  her  off  to  one  side 
of  the  grove,  so  that  in  his  own  fashion  he  might  make 
love  to  her  and  have  carnal  knowledge  of  her;  to 
whom  he  said  maliciously  that  he  would  lay  her  down 
on  the  ground  supporting  herself  on  her  two  hands 
and  feet,  and  that  he  could  not  have  intercourse  with 
her  in  any  other  position;  and  that  was  the  way  the 
presiding  devil  enjoyed  her,  because  at  the  first 
sensation  by  the  neophyte  of  the  member  of  the 
presiding  devil,  very  often  appeared  cold  and  soft,  as 
very  frequently  the  whole  body.  A  t  first  he  put  it  in

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the  natural  orifice  and  ejaculated  the  spoiled  yellowing 
sperm,  collected  from  nocturnal  emissions  or 
elsewhere,  then  in  the  anus,  and  in  this  manner 
inordinately  abused  her. ...upon  her  return  to  the 
sabbat,  the  neophyte,  before  the  banquet  entered  into 
sexual  relationswith  any  other  man. ...then,  thetorches 
(if  there  were  any)  being  extinguished,  each  one  at  the 
order  of  the  presiding  devil  takes  his  partner  and  has 
intercourse.  Sometimes  indeed  indescribably  outrages 
are  perpetrated  in  exchanging  women,  by  the  order  of 
the  presiding  devil,  by  passing  on  a  women  to  the 
other  women  and  a  man  to  other  men,  an  abuse  against 
the  nature  of  women  by  both  parties  and  similarly 
against  the  nature  of  men,  or  by  a  woman  with  a  man 
outsidethe  regular  orifice  and  in  another  orifice..." 

IntheCompendium  M  aleficarum,  Guazzo  suggested  thefollowing  theory- 

"For  devils  can  assume  the  bodies  of  dead  men,  or  re¬ 
create  for  themselves  out  of  air  or  other  elements  a 
palpable  body  like  that  of  flesh,  and  to  these  they  can 
impart  motion  and  heat  at  their  will.  T  hey  can 
therefore  create  the  appearance  of  sex  which  they  do 
not  naturally  have,  and  abuse  men  in  a  feminine  form 
and  women  in  a  masculine  form,  and  lie  on  top  of 
women  or  lie  under  men;  and  they  can  also  produce 
semen  which  they  have  brought  from  elsewhere,  and 
imitate  the  natural  ejaculation  of  it." 

M  any  suggested  Succubi  and  I ncubi35  take  semen  from  nocturnal  emissions,  or 
some  i ncubi  squeezed  semen  out  of  corpses.  W  hen  the  D  evil  appeared  at  the 
Sabbat,  especially  in  theform  of  a  Goat-  M  an  or  B  lack  M  an  (B  lack  Ash  or  covered 
in  M  ud)  his  member  would  be  as  large  as  a  mule's,  being  as  thick  as  possible,  and 
would  cause  all  of  the  presiding  witches  to  be  enflamed  with  lust,  that  each  may 
knowthedevil  inthisway. 

D  emoniality  (copulation  with  demons)  is  an  act  of  H  igh  Sorcery,  as  it  brings  the 
consciousness  of  the  wizard  or  witch  to  a  level  which  exalts  the  self  abovethe  basic

psychological  functions  of  modern  society.  D  emoniality  is  the  union  of  the  flesh 
with  the  D  aemon,  in  much  the  same  way  as  T  he  Ritual  of  Azal'ucel  brings  one  in 
communication  with  their  angel. 


Y  ou  may  also  create  Succubi  and  Incubi  to  copulate  with  by  dreams.  T  his  is  done 
simply  by  creating  a  sigil  or  image  which  represents  the  form  you  desire.  T  he 
more  advanced  sorcerer  may  invoke  by  some  means  of  ritual  a  daemon  or  spirit 
intelligence.  Y  ou  visualize  the  sigil  and  then  forming  the  body  according  to  your 
carnal  desire.  Y  ou  will  then  masturbate  or  use  other  means  of  self- stimulation,  all 
the  while  focusing  on  the  demon  in  question.  A  t  the  moment  of  ejaculation  or 
organism  anoint  the  sigil  with  the  elixir.  Y  ou  may  bind  the  sigil  with  a  pouch  or 
someway  of  cover,  along  with  proper  oils  attributed  to  the  daemon.  Y  ou  may 
also  bury  the  pouch  if  you  wish,  when  seeking  copulation  or  inspiration;  simply 
focus  upon  the  sigil  itself.  Y  ou  will  notice  dreaming  sexual  congress,  which  may 
awaken  you  aroused.  T  o  destroy  the  spirit,  burn  and  cover  the  pouch  and 
contents  with  salt. 
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If  one  is  conducting  the  Sabbat 
rite  with  a  partner,  a  fellow 
C  oven  member,  the  demon  may 
be  as  the  self.  T  he  B  lack  M  an  of 
the  Sabbat  is  also  able  to  take  the 
role,  or  vise  versa  depending  on 
the  situation.  However  this  is 
done,  great  care  should  be  made 
in  keeping  the  gnosis  itself  pure, 
that  by  N  ight  or  “N  octanter*" 
shall  the  Sabbat  be  made  Flesh. 
Focusing  on  the  purpose  of  the 
rite  is  essential  no  matter  what 
you  feel  or  sense  around  you  in 
the  widdershins  dance  of  ecstasy. 
Keep  in  mind  that  also  the 
rational  mind  and  consciousness 
can  be  shattered  in  the  Infernal  or 
Luciferian  Sabbat,  things  you 
may  have  thought  were  mere 
stories  will  be  revealed  to  you

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firsthand,  thus  shaking  previousfoundations  of  what  you  considered  'truth'.

Y  ou  may  now  all  begin  focusing  on  the  purpose  of  the  rite,  with  mantras  and 
ravenous  and  barbarous  chants  uttered  from  the  blackened  robes  you  may  be 
wearing,  allow  dance  to  guide  you  towards  the  D  aemon  you  seek  to  become,  a 
flowing  of  fiery  energy  under  the  cloak  of  darkness.  If  wearing  the  C  aul,  ecstasy 
will  take  you  by  a  willed  and  controlled  desire,  focus  upon  your  sigil  and  soon 
forget  it  in  you  consciousness.!  he  Ritual  should  end  in  passion  and  exhaustion.  If 
attending  a  dreaming  Sabbat,  these  steps  should  befollowed  as  well.  Keep  a  diary 
by  your  bed  sidef  or  a  clear  record  upon  waking. 

It  is  possible  in  the  I  nfernal  Sabbat  to  visualize  the  0  scul  urn  I  nfame,  the  "0  bscene 
K  iss"  of  the  D  evil  or  M  an  in  Black.  If  the  rite  is  solitary,  or  before  dreaming,  you 
may  visualizegoingbeforetheSigilof  D  esire,  being  the  D  evil,  and  announce- 

“I  deny  Christianity  and  the  P  ath  of  Self- 
D  illusion,  I  affirm  L  ife  and  F  lesh,  I  affirm

W  ith  regard  to  the  W  itches  Sabbat,  it  is  pertinent  to  follow  the  basis  of  the 
W  itches  Pyramid-  T  oKnow,T  oW  ill,  T  oD  are,  T  o  Keep  Silent.  T  hose  who 
you  make  reference  to  regarding  the  rite  must  never  know  the  depth  of  the 
rituals,  as  they  are  meant  to  be  kept  from  prying  eyes,  and  such  rites  are  Self- 
T  ransformative,  therefore  of  the  Highest  Significance  as  means  of  Self- 
D  eification. 


Hunterian  Sabbat 

T  he  L  uciferian  Sabbat  is  best  described  as  H  igh  Sorcery  and  A  ngelick  M  agick.  It 
illuminates  and  stimulates  further  the  imagination,  the  higher  faculties  of  man  and 
woman.  Such  a  Sabbat  differs  from  the  Infernal  Sabbat  in  that  it  is  more  A  ethyr 
or  A  stral  Based,  A  ir  and  dreamlike  space.  T  he  L  uciferian  Sabbat  is  the  gathering 
of  spirits  and  the  psyche  set  free;  liberation  and  being  within  the  very  circle  of 
L  eviathan,  theC  rooked  Serpent  of  A  gel  ess  existence. 

L  ucifer  is  the  model  of  the  C  elestial  or  sometimes  called  Empyrean  R  iteasit  is  a 
focusing  on  Self- T  ransformation  through  W  illed  D  irection;  the  B lack  M  agi dan 
driven  by  self-determined  goals  to  become  something  and  transform  into  a 
Godlike  state.  T  his  requires  isolation,  introspection  and  an  honesty  which  is  both 
complimenting  and  insulting.  A  s  the  Infernal  Sabbat  is  the  M  astery  of  the  Earth, 
the  L  uciferian  Sabbat  istheM  astery  of  theSpirit  and  the  Psyche. 

L  ucifer  isthe  First  Born  Son  of  the L  imitlessL  ight,  A  in  Soph  or  G  od.  A  zazel  as 
his  name  is  revealed,  is  a  D  jinn  or  High  Angel  of  Fire,  thus  self- influenced  and 
strong  in  W  ill.  L  ucifer  fell  from  the  highest  abodes  of  heaven,  complete  with  the 
wings  made  of  Emerald  and  crashed  into  the  Earth  and  A  byss.  W  ith  him  fell 
other  angels,  Leviathan,  Belial,  Beelzebub,  Astaroth,  Asmodeusand  a  plethora 
of  other  D  jinn  and  D  aemons.  T  hey  had  sensed  a  spark  of  self-deific  power,  the 
B  lack  Flameor  "Black  L  ight  of  I  blis".  T  his  indicated  isolate  intelligence,  unnatural 
life.  A  s  L  ucifer  fell  to  the  Earth  and  into  the  A  byss  he  fell  into  a  state  of 
transformation  -  as  a  Djinn  of  Fire,  first  born  and  favored  of  God,  he 
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understood  the  highest  principles  of  L  ight.  N  ow  L  ucifer  would  develop  the 
aspect  of  his  being  called  N  octifer,  thus  Ahriman  sprang  forth  through  his 
shadow.  N  octifer  was  awakened  from  a  slumber  by  the  First  Bride  of  A  dam, 
called  Az  -  Lilith.  She  was  fiery,  bestial,  vampyricand  a  demoness  of  insatiable 
lust.  She  awoke  A  hriman  (or  N  octifer)  and  by  this  stimulation  he  kissed  her, 
causing  menstruation.  She  joined  soon  with  Shaitan/Samael  the  D  ragon  and 
spawned  C  ain.  A  hriman  or  N  octifer  wandered  the  Earth  and  learned  its  many 
secrets;  he  could  do  so  with  speed  and  cunning.  He  taught  further  in  the  form  of 
A  zazel  men  and  women  about  warfare,  weapons,  armor  to  the  opposites  such  as 
make  up  and  sorcery.  A  zazel  was  now  Shaitan,  his  shadow  doctrine  of  witchcraft 
was  of  Ahriman  the  D  ragon,  Shaitan  had  now  transformed  into  a  sense  of 
continually  progressing  perfection  -  isolate  consciousness,  strength,  knowledge  of 
both  E  mpyrean  and  the  secret  abodes  of  H  ell  and  how  both  may  create  a  powerful 
god  like  being  -  for  thosewho  dare. 

T  he  ones  who  fell  with  L  ucifer  were  taught  sexual  magickand  procreation  by  A  z 
-  L  ilith,  who  resided  near  the  R  ed  Sea  in  caves.  A  z  resided  also  in  the  blackest 
depths  of  Hell;  she  instructed  demons,  monsters,  and  other  druj  the  art  of  sexual 
copulation  and  how  to  spawn  daemons.  A  z  -  L  ilith  was  the  mother  of  Succubi  and 
Incubi,  daemons  who  held  sexual  congress  with  humans  and  with  their  emissions 
spawned  other  shadow  forms. 

Shaitan  then  became  as  Seker,  the  L  ord  of  D  eath  in  ancient  M  emphis,  which  later 
became  Set  -  the  P  rinceof  D  arkness.  Set  or  Shaitan  had  impacted  the  E  arth  in  its 
wave  of  creation,  of  knowledge  and  prowess  did  humanity  excel.  Shaitan  then 
moved  its  consciousness  both  of  darkness  and  light  into  the  Empyrean  and 
Infernal  (Chthonic)  realms  of  Above  and  Below.  On  the  Earth  Lucifer  or 
Azal'ucel  has  manifested  as  a  symbolic  initiator  through  Cain  the  W  itch  Father, 
born  of  the  U  nion  of  the  D  ragon  and  the  W  hore,  T  ubal-Q  ayin  as  he  is  often 
called  is  the  nomad,  the  sorcerous  initiator  of  thosewho  seek  the  B  lack  L  ight  of 
Iblis. 

For  the  W  itches  Sabbat  Initiate,  L  ucifer  is  the  Black  Flame  of  Intelligence  and 
W  ill;  he  represents  the  foundation  of  the  G  reat  W  ork  of  Becoming;  he  is  the 
anthropomorphic  power  of  self- deification  and  self-reliance.  L  ucifer  exists  in  the 
AethyricA  bode,  in  the  Empyrean  Heights  of  spiritual  ecstasy  and  storms  above 
the  earth  itself.  L  ucifer  is  the  inspirer  of  wisdom,  of  the  ongoing  search  for 
knowledge.  He  is  the  Black  Snake  and  Peacock  A  ngel  of  theY  ezidis,  the  M  agister 
of  the  Sun  who  creates  from  within  to  outwards;  H  is  W  ords  create  the  spark  of 
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inspiration  to  becomeflesh.  T  heG  ift  of  L  ucifer  isthe  B  lack  Flame  of  the  Self;  the 
IsolateC  onsciousness of  the  D  aemon. 


In  this  sense,  L  ife  is  an  anthropomorphic  example  of  the  divine  presence,  it  is 
beautiful  to  its  independence,  by  itssignificanceof  self  with  the  humbling  qualities 
of  awareness;  it  isthe  living  spirit  of  self-  development. 
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L  ucifer  is  the  D  jinn  of  which  you  seekto  communicate  with  through  yourself;  by 
the  meditative  state  of  the  L  uciferian  Sabbat  you  uplift  and  rise  in  the  psyche  to 
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that  AethyricStorm  of  W  ind  and  W  eightlessness,  and  by  your  W  ill  alone  you 
pronouncethose  secret  wordswhich  shall  beyou'remaking. 

0  ther  names  of  L  ucifer  or  A  zazel  arefrom  the  G  nostic  ancient  texts,  he  is  called 
Y  altabaoth,  Samael  and  Saklas.  He  was  the  D  jinn  or  Spirit  of  D  arkness  which 
gave  to  many  other  angels  (who  fell  with  him)  the  Black  Flame,  those  being 
A  thoth,  who  is  called  the  R  eaper,  the  second  is  H  armas,  who  is  an  E  ye  of  E  nvy, 
K  alila-0  umbri  isthethird,  Y  abel,  thefifth  being  A  donaiou,  who  is  also  Sabaoth, 
C  ain  is  the  sixth,  who  is  called  the  Sun,  seventh  is  A  bel,  the  eight  is  A  brisene,  the 
N  inth  Y  obel  and  A  rmoupieel.  T  he  eleventh  of  the  Fallen  A  ngels  are  M  elceir- 
A  donein  and  thetwelfth  is  Belias,  who  isover  H  ades. 

In  the  Gnostic  text  of  T  he  A  pocryphon  of  John  Lucifer  is  the  darkness  which 
gained  a  L  ight,  and  found  himself  asaGod.  HisW  ord  is  "I  am  God  and  thereis 
no  other  G  od  beside  me”,  he  was  one  of  the  most  powerful  A  rchons  under  the 
throneof  L  ight. 

T  he  A  r chon  Samael- L  ucifer  was  said  to  have  a  multitude  of  faces,  being  able  to 
change  form  among  the  angels  as  he  so  desired.  T  he  L  uciferian  Sabbat  is  the  self 
modeling  Self-  D  eif ication  through  H  igh  Sorcery  in  the  aim  of  aligning  the  self 
with  the  logos  of  Y  altabaoth,  who  is  the  Fallen  D  jinn  most  high.  Remember  that 
all  gods  speak  through  our  Flesh,  the  perfected  A  ngel-  D  emon  called  L  ucifer  is 
strength,  will  and  isolate  consciousness  that  stands  alone.  A  s  you  meditate  and 
participate  by  dream  or  flesh  remember  the  W  ill  that  invokes  change  in  a  positive 
sense.  Y  ou  are  the  D  jinn  of  Fire  who  begets  both  L  ight  and  D  arkness,  you  are 
the  Serpent  and  the  L  ion,  theW  olf  and  the  Goat.  W  ith  the  A  ngelic  Higher  Self 
(T  heT  rueW  ill)  you  will  join  the B  estial  Self  (T  he  D  aemon  or  Shadow)  asone. 

T  he  L uciferian  Sabbat  may  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner.  Let  the 
chamber  (unless  the  rite  is  intended  to  be  held  outdoors)  be  decorated  in  more 
ambivalent  forms  of  L  ucifer,  such  as  illustrations  of  the  fallen  angel  by  G  ustave 
D  ore,  Fidusor  Franz  von  Stuck.  Y  ou  will  usethe  A  L  G 0  L  Sigil  aboveamirror; 
your  altar  may  have  the  tools  of  your  work.  Y  ou  may  have  conductive  music 
which  reflects  an  ambient  atmosphere,  without  heavy  drumming  or  noise,  to  aid 
ultimately  the  five  senses  in  the  "permission"  to  attend  the  Sabbat.  Anoint 
yourself  in  A  bramelin  0  il  and  havesimilar  incense  burning.

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T  his  riteisthe  Invocation  of  the  L  uciferian  and  Adversarial  Fire- D  jinn, 

Y  altabaoth  -  who  was  the  wisest  among  the  angels.  A  s  called  also  A  zal'ucel, 
sigillized  asAzothoz,  Y  altabaoth  isthedeificforcewithamaskof  abeast  and  an 
angel.  L  et  this  invocation  be  most  holy  and  the  solar  logos  shall  manifest  through 
the  B  aphometic  W  isdom  of  D  arkness.T  hiscalling  should  be  conducted  in  the 
H  igh  R  iteof  theC  elestial  or  L  uciferian  Sabbat,  called  often  E  mpyrean  or  of  the 
H  ighest  A  ethyr  or  H  eavens.  T  his  is  the  self- focused  rite  of  the  magi  dan 
becoming  astheA  dversary,  the  D  ragon-A  ngel  awakening  of  the  isolate  intellect. 

Y  ou  are  essentially  becoming  as  the  P  rinceof  D  arkness  through  the  H  ighest  R  ites 
of  T  heurgyand  M  agick.  I  nvoke  with  your  entire  essence,  with  every  fiber  of 
your  being.

R  ealms

A  t  this  moment  the  sorcerer  should  focus  on  that  which  heor  shewishesto 
become,  asthepowersof  thedeificcombination  of  L  ucifer  and  A  hriman,  the 
L  ight  and  the  D  arkness  are  his  entirely.  L  et  the  Self  become  through  this  dance  of 
the  B  east  and  the  H  arlot,  through  unity  i  n  the  Sun  shall  the  F  lesh  manifest  from 
thy  will. 
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B  ehdd!  M  y  name  are  many,  each  gives 
power  of  both  darkness  and  light!  U  pen  the 
E  arth  my  astral  body  is  the  Toad,  in  the 
A  ethyr  my  form  is  that  of  a  D  ragon! 

I  am  Yaltabaoth! 

I  am  Saklas! 

I  am  Samael! 

I  am  A  rimanius! 

I  am  A  zal'ucel! 

I  am  Set- an,  Shaitan  the  A  dversary!

Consider  this  a  clearing  of  the  mind  and  a  W  illed  determination  of  self¬ 
deification.  E  nflame  thyself  in  this  invocation,  then  at  the  height  of  the  W  ork, 
begin  focusing  on  controlling  your  heartbeat  and  relaxing  in  a  meditative  state 
beforethemirror  and  theA  Igol  Sigil. 
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A  syour  breathing  slows,  envision  a  great  movement  of  air  and  wind  around  you, 
viewing  with  your  mind's  eye,  you  notice  many  spirit  and  shades  ascending  from 
the  soil  and  areas  around  you  up  towards  the  sky.  W  ith  a  focus  and 
determination,  you  take  several  deep  and  controlling  breaths,  each  one  W  illed 
towards  rising  up  out  of  your  flesh.  Y  ou  will  soon  begin  to  notice  this  is  working, 
and  the  excitement  may  break  your  concentration  and  a  great  "jerking”  into  the 
body  may  occur.  If  this  does,  do  not  worry,  simply  refocus  and  ascend  as  you 
may.  Soror  A  zhdeha17  has  related  that  she  is  able  to  attend  the  L  uciferian  Sabbat 
by  simply  not- focusing  on  theritein  adimly-lit  room,  with  low  or  no  musicand  a 
seeming  ambience  of  the  bedchamber.  T  his  is  always  subjective  to  the  individual, 
what  worksfor  othersmay  not  alwaysworkfor  you. 

A  syou  moveup  continuefocusing  on  the  A  Igol  Sigil,  you  should  visualizeit  in  the 
A  ethyr,  pulsing  and  burning  with  unnatural  life,  the  fulgaris  lightening  sparking 
the  Black  Flame  of  those  who  come  near  it  -  either  illuminating  the  wise  sons  and 
daughters  of  Cain,  or  immolating  and  destroying  theweak  &  profane. 


A  s  you  grow  near  the  A  Igol 
Chaos  Sphere,  visualize  an  Eye 
in  the  C  enter  -  the  very  essence 
of  Lucifer!  You  will  at  this 
moment  understand  why  the 
D  aemons  of  the  Earth  and  A  ir 
are  called  -  L  egion  -  W  ith  the 
Eye  of  L  ucifer  is  the  Eye  of 
Hecate,  and  as  this  is  realized  a 
lightening  bolt  tears  from  it  and 
enters  your  being.  W  ith  a  shock 
of  life  you  feel  more  illuminated 
than  you  have  ever  felt, 
empowered,  inspired  and  at  a  calm  all  at  the  same  time.  A  t  this  moment  A  Igol 
vanishes  and  you  are  in  this  storm  ridden  sky,  yet  you  are  unmoved  by  the  violent 
winds.  A  s  practice  and  time  moves  on,  you  will  be  able  to  control  some  of  these 
windsbytheforceof yourW  ill. 


A  s  you  are  alone  in  this  A  ethyr,  begin  to  visualize  the  change  within  yourself, 
what  you  want  to  achieve  and  why.  T  hinkand  meditate  on  how  you  will  achieve

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it,  focus  on  weaknesses  turning  into  strength  and  ways  to  improve  the  self.  D  o 
not  overload  your  self,  have  one  strong  focus  and  introspect  accordingly.  Y  ou 
may  notice  visitations  from  other  L  uciferian  Shadows  or  D  aemons,  listen  to 
them  and  communicate;  you  will  learn  something  from  them  which  may  be 
applied  later.  W  hen  you  have  finished  your  focus,  begin  to  W  ill  yourself  down 
again,  if  with  knots  or  the  cord,  lower  yourself  with  that.  W  hen  you  open  your 
eyes  the  L  uciferic  images  around  you  and  in  your  mirror  (hence  the  self)  will 
inspireyoufurther.  D  rink  deep  from  the  Emerald  C  up  of  Shaitan! 

T  he  L  uciferian  Sabbat  may  be  undertaken  in  both  dreaming  and  waking,  just  as 
the  Infernal  Sabbat.  W  hen  communing  with  Azazel,  called  L  ucifer,  know  that 
these  forms  live  through  you,  your  psyche  and  are  manifested  through  your 
physical  body.  It  is  essential  to  begin  a  strong  course  of  developing  and  exploring 
your  consciousness,  that  by  challenging,  strengthening  and  developing  your  mind 
you  start  to  Become  something  God  like. 

Placfe  iHan  of  tfje  Sabbat 

T  he  Sabbat  R  ite  is  a  constant  W  id dershi ns  movement  in  the  realm  of  dream  and 
twilight,  however  the  Pole  or  Axis  of  the  ritual  is  based  around  the  Sabbatic 
G  oat,  called  the  B  lack  M  an  or  the  D  evil  of  the  I  nfernal  Sabbat.  T  his  G  od  form  in 
flesh  is  always  portrayed  by  the  M  aster  or  M  agister  of  the  C  oven,  a  chosen 
individual  who  will  wear  robes  and  the  M  ask  of  Sathan.  C  ain  is  considered  aform 
of  the  Black  M  an  in  the  Sabbat  as  well,  T  he  Book  of  C  ain  presents  an  illustration 
of  C  ain  as  the  A  dversary  and  the  Sabbatic  Goat  -  a  point  of  initiation  and  an 
enfleshed  avatar  of  the  W  itch  C  ult. 

T  he  B  lack  M  an  of  the  Sabbat  is  a  symbol  for  the  enfleshed  power  of  darkness,  that 
by  W  ill-D  esire- Belief  may  that  come  to  be.  T  he  M  aster  of  the  C  ircle  who 
undertakes  the  role  of  the  N  yarlathotep  (As  H.P.  Lovecraft  calls  it)  is  the 
Horned  Daemon  of  Self-L iberation.  T  he  W  itch  Hunting  writer  Guazzo 
described  some  instances  of  imagined  sabbats,  while  proving  very  useful  to  later 
A  ntinomian  N  ight practices- 

"T  hey  offer  him  (T  he  D  evil)  pitch-black  candles,  or 
infants'  navel  cords;  and  kiss  him  upon  the  buttocks  in 
the  sign  of  homage  (ad  signum  homagii  eum  in 
podicem  osculantur).  Having  committed  these  and 
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similar  execrable  abominations,  they  proceed  to  other 
infamies."18 

T  he  B  lack  M  an  or  Sabbatic  Goat  is  the  image  of  desire,  which  circles  about  his  self 
are  the  shades  and  spirits  which  dance  from  the  aethyr  to  the  chthonic  realms  of 
the  earth.  T  he  M  ask  of  the  D  evil  is  the  anthropomorphic  image  of  darkness 
absolute,  the  A  dversary,  the  recipient  of  the  0  sculum  I  nfame,  the  bestower  of 
the  W  itches  M  ark.  C  ain  and  the  earth  G  ods  are  beholders  of  this  force,  it  has 
become  through  them  just  as  it  shall  become  through  he  or  she  who  assumes  the 
M  ask  of  the  Black  M  an. 

T  he  B  lack  R  idersof  P  oligny,  by  one  named  M  oyset,  was  known  to  have  initiated 
P  ierre  B  ourgot  into  a  C  oven  of  W  erewolves  and  Sorcerers  H  e  began  a  point  of 
initiation  by  Pierre  kissing  his  left  hand,  which  was  black  and  as  cold  as  the  dead, 
and  denying  C  hristianity.  H  e  was  led  to  a  Sabbat  R  ite  which  others  had  green 
candles  with  bluef  lames.  T  he  Sabbatic  G  oat  or  B  lack  M  an  isthefocus  point  of  the 
R  itual  Sabbatum,  the  very  act  against  the  N  atural  0  rder  which  aligns  the  mind 
with  the  path  of  the  serpent  and  dragon. T  he  D  aemon  may  appear  asoneclothed 
in  black,  aT  oad  or  a  cat  traditionally. 

As  the  Black  M  an  of  the  Sabbat,  one  should  seek  to  control  and  invoke  the 
D  arkness  into  the  very  body  you  host.  Begin  with  a  practice  of  meditation  in  the 
night,  call  the  darkness  within  by  the  name  A  hriman19  and  loose  all  form  while 
staring  into  the  mirror.  T  his  darkness  may  be  willed  and  formed  according  to 
what  you  wish  to  become.  U  pon  practicing  this  several  times,  you  will  notice  slow 
to  gradual  change  in  your  consciousness.  0  pportunities  may  "0  pen  up"  for  you  or 
you  may  discover  something  you  detested  about  yourself.  W  hatever  the  case, 
strengthen  your  W  ill  in  this  rite  through  the  process  of  Black  Magickal 
T  ransformation. 

Essentially,  the  B  lack  M  an  of  the  Sabbat  isthe  vital  axis  of  the  power  encircling  the 
ritual.  In  terms  of  God  forms  as  masks  or  symbols  of  deific  power,  L  eviathan 
represents  the  C  ircle  of  Being,  the  D  aemon  which  guards  the  circumference  of 
self  and  the  ritual  itself.  T  he  crossroads  of  H  ecate2<r  are  symbolically  visualized 
and  represented  within  through  this  rite,  wherein  the  Sabbatic  Goat  is  the  glyph

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of  wisdom,  self- illumination,  balance  and  the  transformative  quality  leading  to 
self- deification. 

T  he  A  rabic  A  niza  Bedouin  clan  is  perhaps  a  sound  source  of  the  Baphomet  or 
H  orned  0  ne  in  witchcraft.  T  he  A  niza  tribe  was  a  very  powerful  and  renown 
group  of  warriors  who  were  both  violent  -  in  war,  and  very  kind  to  their  women 
and  children.  T  he  connection  between  the  cult  of  the  R  evellers  goes  back  to  A  bu 
el- A tahiyya  (748- c.  828),  who  was  a  respected  writer  and  mystic  writer.  His 
disciples  were  called  W  iseO  nesand  adopted  a  Goat  as  their  T  ribal  symbol.  T  he 
goat  had  atorch  between  the  horns  -  which  incidentally  later  became  a  symbol  for 
the  devil  in  Spain.  T  he  torch  simply  represented  illumination  and  wisdom,  that 
the  T  ribe(Goat)  was  the  Head  of  W  isdom.  Long  after  Abu  el- A  tahiyya  died 
someof  histribemigrated  to  Spain. 

M  uch  of  the  illustrious  past  of  the  K  nights  T  emplar  was  that  they  worshipped  a 
head ,  w  hich  w  as  called  B  aphomet.  T  he  name  accord  i  ng  to  Shah21  is  a  corruption  of 
the  Arabic  abufihamat  which  means  "Father  of  U  nderstanding".  In  Sufic 
terminology,  ras  el  fahmat  (head  of  knowledge)  is  a  point  meaning  the  mentation 
of  man  after  the  process  of  refinement,  a  transmuted  consciousness.  In  a  L  eft 
H  and  P  ath  perspective,  the  witch  or  sorcerer  by  calling  Baphomet  or  C  ain  within, 
becomes  like  this  symbol  they  perceivethus  allowing  a 'permission' to  channel  the 
anthropomorphic  and  deific  power  within  themselves,  thus  becoming  a  source  or 
axispoleofthisidea.

T  he  Q  ueen  of  the  W  itches  Sabbat  is  none  other  than  L  ilith,  known  in  P  ersian 
mythology  as  A  Z  orjeh,  the  Harlot  who  isthe  embodiment  of  sexual  power.  She 
is  known  through  many  cultures,  Hebrew,  Persian  and  European  as  Hecate, 
T  ripleG  oddessof  theC  rossroads,  who  is  mother  of  D  eath,  Shades,  W  itchcraft 
and  N  ecromancy. 

In  the  M  anichaean  Religious  tradition,  Az  came  first  to  the  blackness  of  hell, 
before  the  fallen  angels  came  to  earth.  She  was  scorned  and  angry  at  the  limitless 
light,  or  G  od.  W  hen  L  ucifer  or  A  zazel  fell,  known  as  A  hriman  in  his  shadow 
aspect,  she  awoke  him  with  a  kiss,  from  which  A  hriman  repaid  with  his  own  kiss, 
which  caused  menstruation  in  women.  A  z  was  the  bride  of  the  D  evil,  and  as  a

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dragon  he  rode  her,  injected  filth  and  bore  demons,  in  the  Hebrew  loreCainwas 
spawn.  L  ilith- A  z  then  went  forth  and  taught  sexual  copulations  of  demons  and 
demonesses,  instructing  them  in  ways  of  Magick  and  bearing  Lilitu  or  other 
demons  by  their  sexual  union.  T  hese  fallen  angels  and  beasts  spawn  D  ragon- 
Children,  who  were  in  spirit  form  upon  and  under  the  earth.  As  more  and  more 
demons  were  created,  L  ilith- A  Z  began  to  devour  many  of  them,  her  vampyric 
and  lycanthropic  nature  surfaced. 

L  ilith  is  the  initiatory  blood  goddess  of  the  path  of  black  witchcraft,  and  the  solar 
focus  of  the  G  reat  W  ork,  that  of  L  ucifer.  She  wears  a  mask  of  beauty,  from 
beneath  is  a  beast... .as  also  she  wears  a  mask  of  the  beast,  from  which  under  is  that 
of  divinity  and  beauty.  T  hose  who  focus  on  the  initiatory  work  of  L  ilith- A  Z  so 
invoke  the  Bride  of  Chaos  in  their  name,  the  Daemonic  Feminine  being 
significant  towards  positiveself-  development. 

T  he  name  A  Z  is  a  conceptual  view  of  what  is  the  cause  of  C  oncupi  scence,  which  is 
connected  to  the  Buddhist  term,  trshna,  being 'T  hirst'.  T  his  is  in  such  terms 
defining  of  desiring  continued  existence  in  time,  thus  isolate  consciousness.  In 
such  aspects  of  the  L  eft  H  and  P  ath,  A  z  -  L  ilith  is  the  M  other  of  D  aemons, 
Isolate  and  Self-D  eified  Spirits,  thosewho  become  through  the  M  irror  of  Self  - 
the  M  irror  in  Hebrew  mythology  is  also  symbolic  of  L  ilith,  being  agateway  to  her 
caves  near  the  Red  Sea,  or  the  D  arknessof  Hell  of  which  she  dwells.  L  ilith- AZ 
is  illustrated  in  T  he  Book  of  Cain,  Azothoz  and  N  oxU  mbra  as  part  beast,  part 
woman.  She  is  the  unrestrained  sexual  force,  L  aylah  being  N  ight  and  D  eath.  She 
is  the  Bride  of  OZ,  Azazel,  the  masculine  and  solar  phallic  force  of  fire  and 
creation.  She  drains  the  blood  of  life,  hungering  for  flesh,  devouring  and 
copulating,  spreading  her  sexual  knowledge  to  her  children.  Y  et  she  is  also 
beautiful  and  all  knowledgeable,  the  age  of  one  thousand  aged  crones,  infinite, 
youth  -  maiden  and  hag.  A  pproach  the  Bride  of  C  haos  in  honesty,  seeking  her 
cold  kiss  and  warmth  in  the  Sabbat  Fire,  where  you  shall  drink  of  both  her  Skull  - 
C  up  of  M  enstrual  Blood  and  from  the  G  olden  C  halice  of  the  Beast,  the  life  of  the 
Sun22. 


CUM 

C  ain  or  T  ubal-C  ain  is  the  anthropomorphic  child  of  the  spiritual  union  of  Samael 
(T  he  D  ragon)  and  L  ilith  (T  he  M  other  of  D  emons)  through  A  dam  and  Eve. 


In  some  Christian  -  Gnostic  Texts,  such  as  the  Apocryphon  of  John  Cain  is  called  The  Sun. 
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Cain  is  the  wanderer,  thefirst  murderer  who  tasted  blood  and  became  as  the  off 
spring  of  hisspiritual  mother  and  f  ather.  C  ain  is  also  the  Black  Smith  of  the  Forge, 
a  myth  which  originates  in  the  M  iddle  East.  Cain  is  the  first  Sorcerer  and  Shape 
Shifter,  who  drifted  from  his  tribe  (antinomianism)  to  become  as  a  G  od  (Self- 
D  eification)  .Hein  turn  was  taught  witchcraft  and  sorcery  deeper  by  his  spiritual 
M  other,  L  ilith.  It  was  soon  after  that  C  ain  would  wander  the  earth  forever,  in 
spirit  form,  through  the  blood  and  psyche  of  his  initiates,  and  manifest  through 
their  deeds  and  work.  C  ain  walks  between  worlds,  as  Set,  as  his  higher  spirit, 
A  zazel,  called  also  Y  altabaoth23  and  is  the  H  orned  Black  M  an  of  the  Sabbat.  T  o 
know  the  P  ath  of  the  W  ise  is  to  know  and  commune  with  C  ain,  to  become  like 
him  through  initiatory  W  ork  based  on  your  own  predilection.

T  he  Islamic  traditions  consider  Satan  to  be  a  D  jinn  of  Fire,  which  presents  a 
certain  superiority  over  other  angels.  A  zazel  was  originally  the  preacher  to  all  the 
other  angels  in  pre  eternity,  who  was  first  seated  under  the  T  hrone  of  G  lory. 
A  zazel  was  cast  from  heaven  for  refusing  to  bow  before  clay  (A  dam)  and  thus 
fell  into  the  darkness.  It  was  A  yn  al-Q  oz  at  Hamad  ani  who  symbolized  I  blis  being 
a  Guardian  of  the  T  hreshold,  a  Black  L  ight  and  the  T  resses  which  hide  the 
beloved's  face.  T  hus  Shaitan  was  a  guardian  and  initiatory  focus24,  from  which 
one  could  move  through  to  Godhead.  It  is  essentially,  self- deification  through 
separation  from  the  natural  order.  I  n  theG  nostic  C  hristian  text,  the  A  pocryphon 
of  J  ohn,  Y  altabaoth  or  L  ucif  er  came  forth  from  a  beautiful  angel  i  n  I  slamic  lore  to 
a  L  ion  headed  Serpent,  its  eyes  were  like  L  ightening  flashes.. .the  A  ntinomian 
D  jinn  was  born,  who  would  fall  as  lightening  and  know  both  the  highest  celestial 
realmsand  thechthonicdepthsof  theearth  and  hell. 

In  Summary... 

A  s  the  reader  has  moved  through  the  D  arkness  of  this  W  ork,  let  the 
origins  of  the  Sabbat  now  come  to  the  surface,  that  which  falls  to 
darkness  emerges  in  L  ight  -  this  is  the  L  uciferian  P  ath  itself,  thus  this 
writing  is  meant  as  a  spell  to  the  reader,  by  your  absorption  of  this  tome 
you  have  cast  the  spell  within,  perhaps  the  Hammer  of  Cain  shall  ignite 
theD  jinn  -  Fire  within.
